ELKO, Ncv. — Elko’s gold strike has paid 
olT for Magic Valley businesses of many, va- 
rieties. A sampling; 

■ Kimberly Nursery will'opcn its first 
satellite store in February after oggrcssivc- 
ly working the Elko area for six years from 
its Twin Falls headquarters, Twenty percent 
ofiis business is in Elko. 

"It wasn’t a spur-of-the-moment thing," 
said Jack Wright, the compony's president. 
"The local building boom is pretty doggone 
decent." 

• Caribou Construction of Twin' Falls 
m doing $1 million a year in electrical con- 
struction work for the mines, said Manager 
Ken Schlecht. 

• Magic Valley Electric Supply, a Twin 
Falls electrical wholesaler, has had a store 
in Elko for three years. . 

"We thought we would take.a gamble and 
open a small shop," said Jim Linsey, the 


owner He doesn’t want to make it sound too 
good, though, for fear his competition mil 
want to move in, he said. 

' * Ken Schmidt, one of the owners of the . 
Twin Falls Wendy's Old-Fashioned Ham- 
burgers, opened another outlet in Elko in 
1986. The Elko rcstaurant’s'volumc used to 
be considerably less than the one in Twin 
Falls. Now they are equal, though Elko has 
half the population of Twin Falls, he said. 

• Gem Electric Supply Co., a Twin 
Falls wholesaler, is providing some materi- 
als to the mines, but its presence in Elko is 
limited. 

"We're not doing a lot bufwc wish wo 
were," said Ray Bcdwell, the manager. "It's 
strictly a gamble and at this stage of the 
game, I’m not willing to gamble any fur- 
ther."

The construction boom in 'Elko is 
causing a construction worker short- 
age in IWin Falls, I^rry aaid. Ikvin 
Fulls homeowners face a months-long 
waiting list for remodeling projects, 
he said. 

Twin Falls businesses that don't go 
to Elko find Elko coming to them. 

A longtime practice for Elko resi- 
dents has been to shop out of town on 
weekends, often in Twin Falls since it 
is the closest city, said Koenig; the 
chamber director. • . 

"That's why were a sleepy little 
town," he said. 

A 1986 survey estimated S54 mil- 
lion was leaking annually from the 
Elko retail economy. 

Dr. John Dobra, an economics pro- 
-fc9SQr- qt the 'Qruve Ta ty-:of-^^va dSj 
surveyed Elko households to find 
what they buy in and out of town. Ho 
called the $54 million estimate con- 
servative. Since the current boom hit, 
the leakage has probably gone up 
substantially, he said. 

"Twin Falls is one of the two pri- 
mary areas the sales are leaking to," 
Dobra said. Sail Lake City is the oth- 
er. 

Clothing accounted for 30 percent 


of the money flowing_ north. House- • 
hold goods were also big contributors. 

Blacker-jVppliancc .and.Fumiture,. 
draws about 10 percent of its busi- 
ness from Elko, said Kevin Hanks, 
the merchundi-HC manager. 

In 1987, Dobra did another study, 
this one on wholesale leakage. Build- 
ing materials and industrial equip- 
ment accounted for half of Elko s out- 
of-town purchases. 

The wholesale leakage has dimin- 
i.Hhed in the past year, but the retail ' 
trade is still going to Twin Falls and 
other cilic.H, he said. Dobra advised 
Elko retailers to tjy reversing the 
cash flow by advertising Elko shop- 
ping and gambling excursions in the 
1\vin Falls area.

fair play. Mining' Elkos prosperity 
has contributed considerably to the 
vitality of many Magic Valley busi- 
nesses. 

Despite Elko's golden commerce, 
Doug Burks Jr., whose Burks Tractor 
Co. sells heavily in Elko, offers a cau- 
tionary nolo: "Tbo many companies 
rely on boom and bust economics and 
they boom' and bust along with 
them."

1 , 600 -year-old book 
photographed in Egypt 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - An au- 
thority on ancient documents micro- 
filmed the pages of a 1,600-year-old 
book of Psalms, believed to be the 
world's oldest book, but he says he 
had no idea of the volume's age or 
value nl the time. 

Steve Baldridge of Murray, Utah, 
was working for Brigham Young Uni- 
versity when he photographed the 
brittle pages in Cairo, Egypt, last fall 
at the behest of the director of the 
Coptic Museum of Cairo. 

"1 knew it was important. 1 knew 
it was valuable," he said. "But I nev- 
er expected to read about it on the 
front page of the newspaper." 

Museum director Gawdat Gabra 
told TTie A-ssocinted Press last week 
that the book, buried. under u child's . 
head more than 1,600 years ago, is 
the earliest complete book of Psalms 
and possibly the oldest book of any 
kind. 

The book was .discovered four 
years ago in an Egyptian cemetery. It 
is bound in leather-covered wood and 
handwritten on about 490 parch- 
ment pages in a dialect of Coptic, n 
now-dead language of Old Greek and 
Egyptian hieroglyphs, and includes 
words never seen before.

The pages, bound by threads, hod 
to be carefully held down by hand for 
the camera instead of usihg the usu- 
al metal clamps. 

• Parchment, which is made from 
animal hide, is so delicate that too 
much pressure would cause it to 
break, Baldridge said. Many of the 
pictures taken show the hands of his 
assistants. 

"Most manuscripts, you can micro- 
film in under an hour," he said. "This 
look just under a week." 

Baldridge said he often thought of 
the girl buried with the book, which 
was found under her head in a shal- 
low grave in a cemetery for the poor 
about 85 miles south of Cairo. 

"I kept thinking of the person who 
had been lying on it for 1 ,600 years," 
Baldridge said. Severn! apparent 
bookmarks wore found-^tucked into 
the manuscript, including reeds and 
a key of life, or ankh, carved from 
bone.

Somebody on television asked Belli who hc 
intended to auc. "Everybody," said Belli. 
"Starting with ibtort action against the Stale 
Department and the U.S. government." 

Good. I hope hc gets u bundle, even if it is 
my tax dough. If sabotage theories prove right, 
the explosion thot rained fiery bits ofPnn Am 
flight 103 out of the Scottish sky will leave a 
bitter aftershock. 

The State Department goofed — jmd goofed 
badly. Of 300.0CW bureaucrats who work in 
Washington, the people in Foggy Bottom are 
the best and brightest. I know firslbond that if 
you get in a jam in TVgucigalpii, Rome or 
Peking, their talenUs arc handy. That’s their 
primary duty — protecting the safety of Amer- 
icans overseas. 

In the Pan Am crash, they blew it. They took 
core of their own, but left 258 Pan Am passen- 
gers and crew to their fates.

No travelers' advisory, no hint of trouble, ex- 
cept to striped-pants insiders. 

You get used to bureaucratic comedies in 
Washington. But the Pan Am 103 silence was 
a tragic blunder that smacks of elitism. 

The Stale Department's uneasiness was pal- 
pable when Phylli.s Oakley, a confident, well- 
groomed spokeswoman, faced reporters in the 
briefing room. Oakley was in trouble. 

"Why notify your embassies about the bomb 
threat and not tell the American public?" a 
newsman asked. 


"Wc receive dozens of these threats every 
week. We take them all seriously," said Oakley. 

' "In this case, we notified airport authorities 
and the Federal Aviation Agency, people who 
can do something about security."

Device may^ 
detect bombs 
in airports

A s ophisticated cxplosivcs-detcc^ 

lion device developed by a Sunny- 
vale, Calif-, company may make it 
much more difficult for terrorists to 
smuggle bombs — including those 
with the newest plastic explosives —

The Federal Aviation Administra- 
' lion has awarded an $8.5 million 
contract to Science Applications In- 
' tcmational Corp. of Sunnyvale and 
; San Diego to develop and build five 
thermal neutron analysis devices 
; that detect the large amounts of ni- 
- trogen present in all known explo-

If the neutron-bombardment de- 
tectors can be manufactured in large 
numbers, they could be installed at 
airports to screen luggage and cargo 
for bombs before they are loaded into 
the bellies of passenger jeU. 

Investigators arc looking at the 
possibility that terrorists smuggled 
plastic explosives aboard Pan Ameri- 
can Flight 103, the Boeing 747 that 
crashed in Scotland on Wednesday. 

Such lightweight but powerful ex- 
plosives are nearly impossible to de- 
tect without a fimc-consuming hand 
search of luggage. 

Putty-liko plastic explosives can be 
pressed into almost any shape, lb 
the conventional X-ray screening ma- 
chines, they may appear only as a 
dense but seemingly harmless sub- 
stance. Tiny detonators no larger 
than a paper clip and powered by 
watch batteries blend In with ordi- 
nary items often packed in suitcases. 


FAA officials say the new devices 
provide the first reliable method of 
detecting plastic explosives quickly. 

Two prototypes of the neutron- 
bombardment machines were tested 
successfully at San Francisco Inter- 
national Airport and Los Angeles In- 
ternational Airport in 1987,

•The new $1.8 million study, done 
by a private research and analysis 
firm, Decision Resources Corp., 
breaks down the special education 
cqsU by the different approaches 
u^od to teach children with handi- 
«ps, ranging froth physical disabili- 
ties to mental disorders. 

Ill examined both "resource pro- 
giams," or those serving pupils for 
Iffls than half of the regular 30-hour 
'school Week, and "self-contained pro- 
gjTims" — defined ns those which oc- 
cupied more than 15 hours per week. 

Looking only ot what was spent on 
“' 8peclnl“cducstioif;~th(rTC8ourte-pro— 

grams spent $2,463 per pupit’vcrsus 
$5,566 per pupil in the self-contained 
programs. 

But the schools also ii^rrcd regu- 
lar education costs for these pupils — 
the full regular cost of $2,780 for 
those in resource programs, end 
about holf os much, $1 ,347, for those 
in self-contained programs. 

That boosted the total por pupil 


costs to $5,243 for those in- resource 
programs and to $6,913 for those in 
self-contained programs, the study 
said. 

"It's an erroneous comparison to 
say, 'If I had all the kids in resource 
programs, I could save a lot of mon- 
ey,’" said Mary Moore, -vice-presidant- 
of Decision Resources Corp.. and pro- 
ject director for the study. "The dif- 
ference is only about $1,700, not 
$3,000." 

The study, based on visits to 60 
school districts in 18 stales, also 
found average per pupil costs of: 

—$4,750 for preschool special edu- 
cation programs, plus $973 in regu- 
lar education costs for a total of 
$5,723., 

—$29,108 for re.sidential pro- 
grams, plus $389 in regular educa- 
tion costs fora total of $29,497. 

Most special education pupils were 
enrolled in resource programs, and 
they spent 80 percent of Ihcir lime in 
regular education. 

Fifteen percent of those in self-con-

PITTSBURGH (AP) - China 
White, a powerful synthetic heroin 
that plagued California in the early 
1980s, has resurfaced in western 
Pennsylvania, killing 18 people, and 
authorities blame a drug ring al- 
legedly headed by a research 
chemist. 

The rash of China While deaths 
and illnesses in the Pittsburgh area 
led to an investigation that ofTicials 
say broke up the drug operation ear- 
lier this month. Twelve people have 
been arrested in the case. 

China White — its chemical name 
is 3-methylfentanyl ~ is several 
hundr'ed times more powerful than 
heroin, and even extremely small 
amounts can be fatal. It can be man- 
ufactured by anyone with a back- 
hand in college chemistry, accord- 
ing to the National Institute on Drug 
Abuse in Rockville, Md. 

The drug has been confirmed as 
the cause of 18 area deaths, accord- 
ing to Allegheny County Coroner 
Joshua Perper.

No. 14 Houston and 18th-ranked Washington 
State spent part of Christmas Eve making final 
preparations for the game, which is expected to 
be an offensive showaown. 

"It's n chance to showcase my talents with a 
guy that's gonna be looked at as one of the best 
up for the Heisman (Trophy in 1989)," Ware 
; said, "So, naturally. 1 want to have a good 
j showing myself and have people put me in that 
I category," 


Roscnbach. who was first in the nation in 
passing efficiency, finished seventh in this 
year's Heisman TVophy balloting. He completed 
66 percent of his passes for 2,791 yards and 23 
touchdowns. 

The junior quarterback also led the Pacific 
ID Conference and was third in the nation in 
total olTcnso. averaging 286 yards per game. 

Wore, a suphomnre who started Houston's fi- 
nal seven games, passed for 2,501 yards and 25 
touchdowns while lending the nation's second 
most-productive passing offense. Houston aver- 
aged 377 yards passing per giime. 

"I hope it will be a shootout between Andre 
and me." said Roscnbach, who helped Washing- 
ton State to only its fourth bowl appearance in 
the school's 93-yeur football history. 

Houslbn coach Jack Pardee said Ware and 


Roscnbach will be among the nation's best 
quarterbacks next season. 

"As of right now, they ought to be Heisman 
TVophy candidates for next year," Pardee said. 
They're both brilliant quarterbacks — the 
arm. the speed, the smart decisions. They're as 
good as I've seen." 

Washington Slate, 8-3, is ranked third in the 
nation in total offense, averaging 494 yards a 
game. Houston, 9-2, is fourth, averaging 484 
per-game. 

Houston averaged 41 points per game, fourth 
in the nation, while Washington State averaged 
35.5 and ranked 10th, 

Houston finished third in the Southwest 
Conference. Washington State tied for third in 
the Poc-10.

AUSTIN (AP) - Outside the Uni- 
versity of Tbxas basketball arena, the 
billboard advertises the "Runnin' 
'Horns." Inside the 16,000-sent facili- 
ty, new coach "Ibrn Penders' 
Longhorns are living up -to the pro- 
motion. 

: Tbxas, emerging from what 
Longhorn fans remember as the 
walk-t'nc-ball style of Bob Weltlich, 
won eight of its first nine games and 
averaged 1 01 .6 points a game. 

I've alwoys run, h'enders said. 

■' "An'organized fast break with five- 
on-four is better than any play I can 
diagram, and you gel that by run- 
ning." 

• Penders, 43, was hired in April 
from Rhode Island to revive Tfexas' 
basketball program after Weltlich's 
teams in six years had compiled a 77- 
98 record, which chased off thou- 
sands of spectators. 

"It was light years from what I was 
experiencing in Rhode Island," Pen- 
ders said. of the Tbxaa job, his fourth_ 
at a major basketball school. "I vvould 
have beerr out of my mind not to get 
involved with the job. 

Penders coached at Columbia and 
Fordham before going to Rhode Is- 
land, where his teams were 48-17 in 
two years and mode tho NCAA's 
Sweet Sixteen Inst season. 

He brought to Tbxas a sales pro- 
gram, as well as coaching skills, to 
once again make basketball an ac- 
ceptable social event in the capital. 

'Tve been out in the community a 
lot," Penders said of a schedule that 
averages 10 spccche.s a week. "I'vo 
spoken to just about every civic group 
and political group, from lobbyists to 
surgeons' to teachers to IBM. I've 
been out to just about every group 
that's asked me to speak." 


Penders' is a familiar sight at stu- 
dent dwellings, such as fraternity i 
houses, and predicts that student at- 
tendance in the spring semester will 
rise from 2,200 a game this fall to 
3,000. 

On Monday, in the crush of Christ- 
mas shopping and with students tak- 
ing final exams, Tbxas drew 8,456 for 
a game with ^uthem Utah Slate, 
double what had been expected. 

Tbxas r espon ded with 11 7-78 victo-_ 
ry as the December attendance aver- 
age rose to 7,107 a game — the high- 
est in December since 1980 and 4,500 
more a game than last year. 

Tho LoMhoms, whose schedule so 
far has been relatively soft, are 
among the nation's leaders in scoring 
and 3-poinl shots with a lineup that 
includes three holdover starters and 
two transfers recruited by Weltlich, 
who is still bn the staff buf rarely 


seen on campus. 

It turned out to be a good hand ns 
Lance Blanks, a transfer from Vir- 
'giniarhnd returning Icltermon Alvin 
Heggs and Travis Mays are averag- 
ing 21.3, 20.6 and 20.1 points a 
game, respectively.

Only three teams have a shot at 
rollcgc football's national champi- 
jnship and all of them will play that 
day on NBC. 

The network’s lineup features the 
Fiesta Bowl between top-ranked 
Notre Dame and No. 3 West Virginia, 
followed By the Orange Bowl between 
No, 2 Miami and No, 6 Nebraska. 

"Wc feel very lucky," Michael Weis- 
man, executive' producer of NBC 
Sports, said. "Everything worked out 
perfectly for us," 

The same can't be said for ABC, 
which recently plucked th^Rosc 
Bowl from NBC. 

ABC’s first Rose telecast will go 
head-to-head against the Fiesta. 
Southern Califomia-Michigan is an 
attractive game, but it doesnt com- 
pare with a showdown between the 
nation's only two undefeated teams. 

The dream Fiesta matchup wa#4is- 
sured when Notre Dame beat South- 
ern Cal 27-10.

3 industries still plan to consolidate 


ST. PAUL, Minn, — Cenex, Land O'Lakes Inc. and Farmland Indus- 
tries Inc. are conUnuing ^e planning process for their consolidation. 

That's the conclusion reached by the consolidation policy committee 
of directors and chief executives r^resenUng the three remonal coop- 
eratives at a meeting this week. The committee reviewed a compre- 
hensive finanrial analysis prepared by Tbuche Ross, a national audit- 
ing/consulUng firm. 

A accountant’s study identified two-to-three-year financial boncfits 
in the range of $40 million to $60 million to be gained from the consol- 
idation. It also projects significant additional gains resulting from 
longer-term strategic synergies, according to the chief executive offi- 
cers of the three firms. 

The financial benefits clearly reinforce the view of all parties that 
consolidation of our three companies is in the best interest of farmers," 
said ^ph Hofstad ofL^d O'Lakes. 

"And, significantly, the long-term stratepc benefits and increased 
competitiveness of the combined system are seen by the consultants of 
greater potential impact than are the short-term financial gains," Noel 
Estenson of Cenex said.

bioinsectidde," .Peter S. Carlson, 
chief scientist and co-founder of 
the company, said. Some environ- 
mentalists had feared the bioin- 
scctiride might spread to other 
plants or to humans and other an- 
imal species. 

But Crop Genetics said the 
Maryland tests showed that Cxc- 
Bt docs not multiply or survive 
outside its host plant. The .Cxc 
part '.of the "vaccine" was de- 
scribed as a naturally occurring 
microorganism which can live' 
only inside a plant’s vascular sys- 
tem. 

The Bt part "is, lethal to the bor- 
er but harmless to humans, ani- 
mals, birds and non-tarcet in- 
sects," the company saia. The 
product, which the firm calls In- 
Cido, is inserted in com seed, en- 
.abliiig com plants to grow their 
own biopesticide against the bor- 


Company officials said the 1989 
field tests -will include yield and 
production information to see how 
well the biopesticidc performs. 


FmHA builds 40-year loss 
of $36 billion, GAO says

WASHINGTON - The General 
Accounting Office says the Fanners 


Home Administration has built a 
40-yc'ar loss record of at lco.st $36 
biliionr of which about $22 billion 
occurred last year. 

Anbudit by GAO, an investigat- 
ing agency of Congress, showed 
that since FmKA's revolving credit 
accouhts began in 1946, cumulative 
losses have amounted to about $59 
billion, of which Congress reim- 
bursed the Agriculture Department 
agency $23 billion. 

Frederick D. Wolf, director of 
GAO'a accounting and financial 
manailcm^nt division, .“aid: 

"Our opinion on FmllA's .state- 
ment pf financial position reflects 
our coheenu over the agency's inr 
ability to repay its borrowings and 
to meet its current operations with- 
out incurring odditionol'dcbt and 
the magnitude of its accumulated 
$36 billion deficit, which includes 
$22 billion for losses recognized in 
fiscal year 1987." 

FmHA.has its roots in the mid- 
1930s during the Depression -and is 
often called the ^vemment’s . 
lender of lost resort for hard- 
pressed formers who cannot get 
credit from' bonks and other com- 
mercial lenderers. 

Although form loans arc a key cl- 
ement of FmHA operations, rural

housing and rural development 
also are involved. 

The GAO audit wo.h for the fiscal 
year that ended on Sept. 30, 1987, 
and was the firat in the agency’s 
history. It was submitted on Tues- 
day to Aipncullure Secretary 
Richard E. i^ng, who is required 
by law to respond to Congress with- 
in 60 days. 

Marlyn Aycock, a spokesman for 
FmHA, said Wednesday that as of 
Sept 30, 1988. the agency hod total 
loans outstanding of about $62 bil- 
lion. Less than half — $25.5 billion 
— was owed under the form lend- 
ing-programs. The balance was- 
loans for rural hou-sing and commu- 
nity development 

Of the total $62 billion in loans, 
about $9.2 billion wc^e delinquent. 
The farm delinquencies represent- 


ed $8.3 billion of that amount, Ay- 
cock said., 

"Every loan wo make is sube- 
dited to one extent or another," ho 
said. "Over half of $62 billion loans 
we've got are made at interest rates 
below 5 percent'-’ 

'4 As to GAO's finding that the 
agency lost $22 billion last year, 
Aycock said much of that was book- 
keeping that the GAO itself had in- 
sisted upon. 

For example, he said, tho FmHA at 
the GAO's insistence, included a bud- 
get item for about "SIS billion as a 
Toss allowfinco" whether the agency 
actually lost that much or not 

Aycock said the entire $15 billion 
for 1987 was included as a loss by 
the auditors, although the final ac- 
counting by FmHA has not been 
done. 

Besides the loss allowance, Ay-- 
cock said there was more than $6 
billion in interest subsidies in 1987, 
plus'abo.uVSl billion in grants nnd 
other itemk, which added up to the 
$22 billion cited in the report. •

Drought drops 
dryland crop, 
grain volumes

POCATELLO — The second 
straight year of drought that caused 
massive losses on southern Idaho’s 
dryland grain farms coupled with 
federal land-idling programs popular 
with dryland growers is -taking its 
toll on southeastern grain storage op- 
erators. 

"Our volume is dropping drastical- 
ly," said Lament Waldron, manager of 
Weston Grain. 

The drought that destroyed dryland 
crops in southeastern Idaho, 'where 
nearly half the land idled under the so- 
called Conservation Reserve Pro^m is 
located, has cost Weston Grain almost a 
third of its volume. 

„ Farmers Grain Cooperative Presi- 
dent Laync Rindlisbaker, who over- 
sees several elevators in Idaho, says 
the combination of drought and land- 
idling baa cut his storage by half. - 

The reduction in storage has 
caused income for. many granary 
managers to plummet, endmg years 
of income stability brought about by 
government pnJ^ams to remove 
mounting surplus grain from tho 
markets.

Normal weather could 
replenish grain stockpiles

WASHINGTON (AP) — The scar- 
ing 1988 drought cut deeply into 
U.S. and global grain stockpiles, but 
the A^culturc Department said 
Tbesday that normal weather could 
improve things significantly by this 
time next year. 

Drought in the United States and 
Canada lowered world crop produc- 
tion by more than 6 percent, the de- 
partment's Elconomic Research Ser- 
vice said. • • 

"Crop prices will continue to re- 
flect these smaller supplies early in 

■ 1989,” the agency said in a new out- 
look report. "But expanded output is 
likely in the second half, stopping 
lhc.^rawdown in stocks." 

Meanwhile, world supplies of ani- 
mal products will remain large 
enough to dampen increases in live- 
stock prices. However, the demand 
for bote crop and animal products is 

■ expected , to be bolstered by contin- 
ued world .economic expansion and 
population growtel 

Tho agency stuck to an earlier es- 
timate teat the net cash income of 
U.S. formers in 1989 is likely to be in 
tee range of $48 billion to $52 bil- 
lion, down from this year's record-ly- 
ing estimate of $67 billion. 

"Firm prices for roost commodities 
and larger production will mean to- 
tal farm receipts slighOy above the 
1988 record," the report said. "Cash 
expenses ore expected to rise moder- 


ately with expanded acreage and 
costlier inputs (production items), 
Direct government payments to 
farmers are likely to fall one-fillh." 

As used by the agency, netjeashin- 
come is the amount of money; farmers 
have to spend during a calendar year 
and is the difference between gross ■ 
cash income and cash expenses. For ex- 
ample, 1988 sales of grain stored from 
harvests in earlier years are counted aa 
part of tee current gross. 

In another method of bookkeeping, 
the agency measures "net farm in- 
come" for tee year, not simply the 
cash-in, cash-out system involved in 
"net cash income." 

TOs method includes chiuiges in 
tec value of farm inventories, and al- ^ 
lowanccs are made for "non-moifty 
items such os depreciation and the 
family consumption of farm-grown 
food.

There are few American bargain 
hunters among them. 

With ‘banks selling (he British 
pound these days for Sl.!)0 or more, 
tlieru simply arc no bargains to be 
had if one starts out with dollars. 
Never-.mind the Burberry raincoats 
or hnnd-knjt Scottish sweaters; pa- 
perback novels cost the equivalent of 
$6 each and a medium pizza from a 
Pizza Hut goes for 60 percent more 
thna in the United States. 

Welcome to the world of the cheap 
dollar, tourist style. In the City, l^n- 
don's.financial district, the wizards of 
the financial world expect it to be- 
come cheaper fltiil. 

And the City's bankers and finan- 
cial analysts worry that the dollar's 
further loss of value could come with 
devastating suddenness. Above all, 
they " stress the dollar's volatility, 
with rumors, small interest-rate 
changes and the latest U.S. economic 
statistic all capable of sending it up 
or down like a yo-yo. 

Uniformly, fCO,’ these financial spe- 
ciolists are waiting anxiously to sec 
whether fTesidmil-elect George Bu^ 
can come up with a credible proposal 
to reduce the U.S. budget deficit and 
trim the United States' need for for- 


eign capital'. At this point, few expect 
he will be able to do so unless a fi- 
nancial cri.sis — perhaps originating 
with the dollar — forces a political 
compromise between 'Bush and the 
Democrat-controlled Congres.s. 

Fiirliicrmore, there are growing 
signs the central banks of Japan, 
West Germany and other European 
counli'lc.s may be les.s willing than in 
recent years to come to the- dollar's 
rescue if needed.

WIioL Ji'_really_meunt_iyas_tho_ 
poor going to the hou.se,4 of the 
wealthy and-.saying, 'Give us some- 
thing.' 

"I feel they w;j.Te also against it be- 
cause it was a lime of social disorder 
and rowdiness, and that as much as 
anjthing else was the reason for 
their (Puritans) feelings toward it," 
Nissenbaum said. 

And if that -were not enough, the 
holiday also has it routs in pagan 
practice.s that marked the end of the 
year.

Until I rend the 
next letter, another glad Christmas tiding. 
The writer wanted to express herthanks to 
the members of the city police and fire-de- 
partments. for unflinchingly saving us from 
ourselves and other disasters. "This special 
breed of men, endowet^ with such a .strong 
sense of protection," she wrote, deserves sin- 
cere gratitude. That is true. But jasl men?.

Surely the writer could not have meant 
that, But she did, I know because I called 
her.

There seems, nonetheless, this stubborn- 
ness in the American spirit — a longing to 
restore the black-and-white version of’Ifsa 
Wonderful Life" to Us proper place as Ameri- 
can reality. Ronald Reagan made us senli- 


menta) for the old days, when women were 
in.lhc kitchen, pregnant with the baby 
boomers. 

I think it hn.>i something to do with the 
choking smokestack industries, dying a slow 
and painful death in every city in America: 
the fact that Japan owns halfuf llawiiii. that 
every leader in the Third World owns a con- 
do in Munhottan and Mikhail Gorliuchev 
wears Pierre Cardin shirts. The magic of the 
American economy has started to look like a 
boxed kit of colored handkerchiefs and paper 
flowers. Japan is the great Houdini. 

It should by now have occurred to every 
American of every political persuasion that 
women in the work force arc probiibly the 
only shot America has at restoring itself to 
iLs postwar economic eminence. There arc 
not enough new male babies to take up the 
technological fight. The economy won't su.s-

way. 

-Still, thero is this persistent sigh uf collec- 
tive nostalgia thiil echoes through the lan- 
guage. Fora lot of people, men does not 
mean men and women.

There arc people, of course, wlui mean hu- 
manity when they say "mankind ’ and who 
are talking almut. female phy.sicians as well 
as males when they say, "Ask your doetor for 
his advice." But there is no way of knowing 
the dif^o^encl^ And so. it iloesn'l exist. 

Making n language cliunge can sometimes ' 
be awkward. 1 know. Attempts to call wait- 
ers and waitresses "waiipersims" died on the 
vine Iwcaasc it was too hard to say after two' 
martinis. Department chair sounded too 
much like office furniture. Sanitation engi- 
neer was altogether inappropriate for the 
men and women who came by the hoii.se, 
gloved and .smdly, to dump the trasli on a 


truck that groan.s and belches as it pulls 
away, 

It isn't nece.ssary, though, to neuter and 
eontori every noun like a pretzel. A .simple ■ 
"he or .she" will do, Or any words that mdi- 
eaio we know that men and women arc engi- 
neers, doelors, lawyers, writers, crane oper- 
ators, teachers and secretaries. (Yes, it 
work.s both ways.) 

Men and women are together in the work 
force at every juvel, a condition that is never 
going to change. You don't have to like it. 

But you can hardly deny it, either. 

You may hale air travel, but you have to 
call a jet a jet when U is flying over, your 
hou.^e. 

So in the true .spirit of the sea.soii, I recall 
the greeting that more than a decade ago 
held the promise of a new, more humane 
world and hope that this year it .sticks: 

Peace on Earth, Goodwill to All.

In the pa'-Chrislian era, "It was a 
season that marked the completion 
point in the yonr for an agriculuiml 
society, the lime of the winter .sol- 
stice. The harvest wa.s in. It was a 
period of minimal work. There was 
meat and food that had to Ito con- . 
sumed before it spoiled, and it was 
just a time of celebration," Nis- 
senboumsaid. 

Centuries later, the Catholic 
church seems to have assimilated 
the pagan practices by giving those 
early rituals a Christian signlH- 
cance, he said. 

' .St. Nicholas came to be associated 
with the Christmas season becuu.se 
St, Nicholas Day was Dec. G, He w'as 
a bishopJmown for his generosity, 
who lived during the -Ith century in 
Asia Minor. 

AhouLfiQQ-years.aReLbia-deutb. he_ 

became n cult figure in Europe, Ni.s- 
senbaum said. "St. Nicholas has 
more churches named nfler him 
than any other saint in Europe." 

The anti-Christmas feeling in 
America began to fade by the early 
19th century. Now traditions such as 
decorating Christmas trees and 
hanging stockings were added as 
Irish and German immigrnnt.s ar- 
rived. 

The evolution of Santa Claus also 
was beginning to take shape. 

A little book called "The Children's 
Friend," published in New York in 
1821, is believed to be the first to de- 


pict Santa (.'inns in a sleigh drawn by 
0 .single reindeer. He, was slim and 
didn't look much like the conten)t«»- 
rary Santa Claus, but nu mutter. 

Anotlter big event came the ne.\t 
year, in 1S12, with tho publication of 
the Rev. Clement Clarke Moore’s 
poi'in, "A Visit From St, Nicholas," 
lietter known as "The Night Before 
Cltri.stmas," written for his children. 

Nis.senbaiim says Moore's poem 
"is the first thing 1 know of that turns 
St, Niclioias into a working-clas.s fig- 
ure, Up until then, he's kind of a chil- 
dren's saint,'' His style of dre.ss. in 
the first illustrated edition, more 
closely resembles those of a peddler, 
he said. He did not look like what he 
has became, Nissenbaiim said. 

But Moure wa.s among n group of. 
wealthy Episcopalians in New York 
who had larger goals in mind than a 

.ch!ldrcn'.s,slory,jNiss.enl!anm_sai(l;^ 

"They reinvented this old iradiiiun 
of Christmas and changed iL 
Moore’s poem lakes place on Chri.sl- 
mas Eve. Before that, Chrislma.s 
wa.s all over the place,”
